MR.  KAYMOND'S  PROTECTIONISM

O I'TAWA.  June  2.— Two  sturdy  advotatr.  of  ..pposur  Kleals. 
free  trade  and  protection,  were  heard  during  the  course  of  the 
budget  debate  today.  Hon.  Edmund  Bristol.  Conservative 
member  for  Toronto  Centre,  led  off  with  a  woid  pii  tur.  of  the  pro^ 
perity  bound  to  follow  a  protecti\e  policy,  lie  was  jnimed«alely 
followed  bv  A  R.  McMaster.  Liberal,  of  Brome,  Que.  whose  vision 
of  prosperity  an<l  plenty  was  built  Upon  the  sbipTitlon  of  the  tanit 
and  the  fnll  phiv  of  free  trade. 

W.  C.  Coocie.  Prr>gressi\e,  from  Brant.  later  entered  the  deb«t« 
to  characterite  the  protective  system  as  a  corruption  of  public  life. 
"It  is  a  rorriiptinjr  scramble  for  special  privileges,"  he  added. 

A  few  tilts  enlivened  the  proceedinjfs.  and  these  came  when  Mr. 
Bristol  objected  to  Mr.  McMaster  intimating  that  water  existed 
in  flie  stock  of  the  Nova  Scotia  coal  companies.  "Is  it  the  water 
in  the  stock  or  tlie  water  in  the  miner"  he  asked.  "I  think  the  com- 
pany has  been  \v\  \  well  sprinkled."  said  Mr.  McMaster  after  be  had 
speculated  if  tlu-  alle^'ed  condititm  would  have  been  the  same  if  the 
.stock  had  reuiamed  in  the  hands  of  the  "prmciplcd'*  business  men 
who  had  originally  owned  the  compafuci.

The  tentative  bownHarirs  of  a 
Greater  Victoria  area,  as  outlined, 
win  hardly  meat  with  popular  ap* 
proval.  The  committee  in  charge 
should  revise  its  plans  if  it  hopes  to 
attain  the  saeccas  which  a  Greater 
Victoria  scheme  should  warrant.  The 
proposal  as  it  lUnds  at  present  takes 
in  altogether  too  mnch  territory^  so 
much  indeed  that  the  new  munici- 
pality in  land  area  would  be  mainly 
rural,  and  yet  it  would  be  governed 
by  the  votes  of  urban  dwellers,  a 
situation  which  would  be  bound  to 
lead  to  confusion.  What  is  wanted 
is  aft  extension  of  the  urban  munici- 
pality of  Victoria  to  include  Esqui- 
malt.  Oak  Bay,  and  the  populated 
parts  of  Saanich  municipality,'  which 
are  really  suburban  districts  of  this 
city.  The  problem  created  by  this 
amalgamation  will  be  quite  latge 
enough  for  a  municipal  government 
to  handle  for  many  years  to  come. 
When  the  Saanich  Pcniaaula  becomes 
more  thickly  populated  It  will  he  time 
to  consider  taking  ia  areas  which 
are  now  strictly  ruraL  In  the  pres- 
ent proposal  the  idea  of  including  any 
unorganized  territory  in  the  Greater 
Victoria  scheme  would  uadoubtadly 
give  rise  to  such  opposition  U  WOttld 
defeat  the  whole  project. 

The  Greater  Victoria  achame  has 
been  tentatively  launched  under  good 
auspices,  but  those  having  the  project 
in  hand  will  be  well  advised  to  reform 
their  ideas  on  the  area  to  be  included.
